culosis. Coughing up blood is: 
most likely due to the latter. 
The usual symptoms of sideros­ 
is include shortness of breath 
on exertion and wheezing. There 
is no treatm ent except preven-! 
tion of further damage to your 
Jungs. 
Q — Is deja v u an emotional 
illness or can it be caused by 
diet pills? Can it be cured? 
A — Deja v u is the errone-j 
ous feeling that what is hap­ 
pening to you has all happened 
before. It is a symptom rather I 
than a disease. Since it may oc­ 
cur in normal persons, it is of 
no significance unless it* is a 
frequent or almost daily occur­ 
rence. in which case it may be 
associated 
with 
schizophrenia, j 
In any case, it is not caused by 
diet pills and the treatm ent, if 
any is necessary, would have 
to be aimed at the underlying 
cause.

Hop ing to get th e Oh io Legislature to enact a 
workable law of th is ty p e, th e comp any will 
close five of its greater Cleveland dep artment 
stores on Sunday s. Th ey h av e been op en each 
Sunday since November. 
Th e comp any figures its action will give th e 
legislature “ an op p ortunity ” to enact such leg- 


Unwanted Babes 


According to a recent study of p op ulation 
growth made at Princeton Univ ersity , unwant­ 
ed birth s accounted for 35 to 45 p er cent of 
th e increase in th e U.S. p op ulation between 
19 60 and 1968. 
Th e study found th at about 750,000 birth s ■ 
y ear are unwanted by both p arents and about 
1 million are unwanted by at least one p arent. 
Significantly , among moth ers classified as 
p oor, 42 p er cent of th e birth s were unwant­ 
ed. Among th e nonp oor moth ers, 17 p er cent 
were unwanted. 
It is sobering to th ink th at if th is ratio h olds 
for anoth er generation, 35 million to 45 mil­ 
lion out of th e 100 million new Americans des­ 
tined to arriv e by th e end of th e century will 
be “ unwanted.” 
More th an th at, it is downrigh t ch illing. For 
it is ch iefly out of th e ranks of unwanted and 
unloved ch ildren, both p oor and affluent, th at 
delinquents, criminals, neurotics, suicides and 
generally unh ap p y p eop le are recruited. Th ir­ 
ty -five million to 45 million p otential social 
misfits is a frigh tening number. 
We can nev er call ourselv es a truly civiliz­ 
ed p eop le until no ch ild comes into th e world 
unwanted, unneeded, unvalued. 


islatiorv It h as indicated it wi’l “work clos'Tv 
with all interested organizations to get such a 
law enacted quickly .” 


THIS MIGHT TAKE some doing for th e 105th 
General Assembly was unable to p ull it off. 
Much time and effort was ex p ended in try ing to 
ov erh aul th e troublesome “blue law” at th at 
time. 
Both th e House of Rep resentativ es and th e 
Senate drew up bills to regulate Sunday sales. 
But neith er body was able to get its bill into 
law. 
Th e ramifications of such legislation are far- 
reach ing and intricate. It is difficult to write a 
law wh ich will be equitable and not p rotect cer­ 
tain group s more th an oth ers. 
It is doubtful if a satisfactory revision of th e 
blue law now on th e books can be accomp lish ed 
bv th e lawmakers wh o will reassemble in Co­ 
lumbus Tuestity . 
We suggest th e best solution to th e p roblem is 
to do away with th e Sunday sales law entirely . 
It is time to end it — now. 
Th is !?w is net enforceable. And large num­ 
bers of Oh io’s citizens don’t want it enforced. 
Th e sh op p er traffic at th e stores wh ich are 
op en on Sunday s is amp le ev idence of th is. 
Basically , th e matter of Sunday sh op p ing 
sh ould be one of individual ch oice. 


FOR THOSE WHO TRY to live by th e Ten 
Commandments, th e admonition to keep “th e 
sabbath day ” h oly is a religious tenet to wh ich 
th ey h old a righ t wh ich th ey are free to oo* 
serv e. 
Likewise, for th ose wh o feel no p angs of con­ 
science ov er h av ing committed any irreligious 
act, th e op p ortunity to sh op on Sunday sh ould 
be th eir freedom to enjoy with out interference 
from th ose wh o object. 
It is almost a foregone conclusion th at sooner 
or later th e Sunday sales law will be abolish ed. 
Now is as good a time as any . 


Consumerism Getting Bigger 


In sp ite of inflation, consumerism is big—and 
getting bigger. 
No one knows ex actly wh at is going to tran­ 
sp ire in Wash ington Jan. 14 wh en th e Consumer 
Assembly is convened by th e Consumer Federa­ 
tion of America, but a lot of p eop le feel th ere 
are sev eral consumer-related top ics th at de­ 
serv e discussion. 
Th e assembly does p lan to ex amine th e 19 66 
Fair Packaging and Labeling Law because 
members do not feel it is working. 


THE 1966 ACT, regarded as th e first major 
national consumer law, sh ows th e Wash ington 
a ’ roach of h ow to eet a fair sh rke for th e con­ 
sumer—p art legislation, p art voluntary ' goodwill 
of industry . 
Th e law required p ackaging reform and im­ 
p rov ement in labeling but left up to manufac­ 
turers such matters as reducing th e size of th e 
p ackage to conform with reduced contents. 
Consumers know th at some reform k needed 
to maintain th e quality of p roducts, th e Food 
and Drug Administration say s th e two to ten 
million Americans wh o become ill from eating 


contaminated food ev ery y ear deserv e more 
p rotection and Congress is in fav or of doing 
someth ing to keep bad food, drugs and cosmet­ 
ics away from th e p ublic. 
Th e rub is h ow to get th e job done. 
Consumer p rotection agencies are sp ringing 
up ev ery wh ere- even on a state level. Ch ristian 
Science Monitor notes th at 10 y ears ago no 
state h ad a consumer-affairs office but now 33 
states h av e th em. Oth ers will h av e th em th is 
y ear. 


CONSUMER GRIPES, h owever, tend to indi­ 
cate th at th e p resence of p rotectiv e agencies 
and laws aren’t doing th e job. 
Wh at is th e answer? More and tough er laws?? 
Money for enforcement? President Nix on’s p ro­ 
p osal for m akng th e Office of Consumer Af­ 
fairs p ermanent and asking creation of a con­ 
sumer p rotection division in th e Justice Dep art­ 
ment? 


Th ere seems to be little clear-cut direction at 
th si time, but Congress h ad better do its h ome­ 
work for th e consumer-nativ es are restless.

Yablonski Deaths Probed

PITTSBURGH — It is outrageous for any one 
to ch arge th at th e United Mine Workers leaders 
were involved in th e ex ecution of th e Yablon- 
skis. Th ese were “h ard” killings in th e grim­ 
mest, smooth est, s w i f t e s t 
Cosa 
Nostra 
fash ion. 
Th ey 
were not th e angry fash ion of 
th e miners wh o go for dy na­ 
mite, blow off a back p orch , 
or p ep p er man and h ouse 
with sh otguns. Th at’s tradi­ 
tion. 
Certainly *h e slay ings could 
h av e come from th e h ands of 
a p sy ch otic 
wh o read th e 
scrip t in Truman Cap ote's “ In 
Cold Blood.” But it’s far more certain th at 
th ese were mob murders. Th at’s wh at th e clues 
say to th e p rofessional p robers. 
First, th e Yablonskis’ fine h ouse was cased 
for weeks. Obviously th e killers knew ev ery 
family move and h abit of th is UMW leader's 
routine. 
Wh en th e killers came th ey cut th e p h one 
wires — so no communication if th e v ictim 
weirdly surv iv ed for even a few moments afier 
th e gunmen left. Th ey cut and deflated auto 
tires — so no ch ase ov er th e narrow, curv ing 
roads. Th ey killed th e women — so no outcry or 
call for h elp . Th ey wasted few bullets, went for 
th e h ead, in Mafia sty le. Th ey p icked up th e 
cartridges — so no trace. And clev erly th ey 
ch ose New Year’s Eve. 


SO THERE ARE federals wh o believe th at 
th ese were p istols for h ire — and th e contact 
was made easily in th e Mafia-laden, brutally 
controlled South west Pennsy lv ania Cosa Nostra 
combines. 
Wh o h ired th em? Wh o would gain from th e 
death s? Wh om did Josep h Yablonski th reaten? 
W,;th wh om did h e break? 
Th ese answers are vital not because tiiere 
are unsubstantiated innuendoes being h urled at 
UMW President W. A. (Tony ) Boy le, for wh om 
sy mp ath y is as scarce as ice skates on th e Nile, 
but because a feud is flaring wh ich would make 
Hatfield-McCoy ap p ear like a Palace Th eatre 
v audev ille team. Th ese gh astly murders could 
be th e first of oth er killings sp ringing from fury 
and rev enge. 
Wh at motiv es would agitate th e national mine 
union ch iefs? Th e 64-y ear-old President Tony 
Boy le won — rot lost — th e election. Th e Labor 
Dep t, h as officially decided to inv estigate it— 
but not y et set it aside, desp ite th e request of 
Yablonski’s lawy er. Th us Mr. Boy le could re­ 
tire at 65, at a $50,000 annual p ension. Futh er- 
more, th ere are no federa linv estigations now 
endangering h is control. Th ere is an Office of 
Labor-Management and We’fare Pension 
Re­ 
p orts division rev iew of th e miners’ books. But 
th e Justice Dep t, h as found no reason for crim­ 
inal action. Th ere is a civil suit for accounting 
of UMW funds. Little will come ofth is. And 


th ere are ch arges of misuse of money involving 
sp ecial invoices for p olitical contributions. But 
th is was rectified and no gov ernment action is 
ex p ected. 


JOCK YABLONSKI LOST. Th e record sh ows 
th at inside labor losers fade away . Remember 
Jim Carey of th e electrical union and David 
McDonald of “steel.” W’h o would molest th em? 
Th ey ’ve faded. Th ey ’ve become unp ersons in la­ 
bor. So it would h av e been with Josep h Yablon­ 
ski inside th e miners th ough h e wasn’t on offi­ 
cial for some 35 y ears. 
Wh o th en would gain from th ese killings? 
Ce ?inW not Tonv B-y le or th e UMW. Certain­ 
ly not th e labor mov ement. 


” ’h o feared Jock Y :bloiski? Tkere are no 
federal p robes under way in h is arena. He was 
not about to testify or go secretly with informa­ 
tion before a grand jury . Ev en dead, h e cannot 
be silenced. Th ere is h is attorney , Joe Ranh , 
and h is tech nical adv isor on “black lung dis­ 
ease,” Ralp h Nader. Th ey know wh at Yablonski 
knew. Th ey were h is brain trust, h is p assion, 
h is battering rams ev er p ush ing gov ernment 
agencies and Congress. And th ere are h is two 
bitter and enraged sons. Certainlv all th ese 
men would not h esitate to p our out wh at th ey 
know. 


WERE THERE, THEN, oth er forces p ressing 
Yablonski? Could th ey h av e been from “ th e 
outside” ? Wh at did th ey want of h im? Th ey 
must be p owerful and calloused to killing. It 
takes leth al skill to make contact wi*h a con­ 
tact wh o th en goes to an intermediary to 
“ make a h it * — esp ecially such a killing and 
esp ecially , too, by such p rofessional assassins. 
Also it takes money — lots of it. 
Th ere will be answers to th ese questions 
ev entua lv. Bu' i* wP1 take time. T " e ar» at 
least two, p erh ap s th ree, killers. Th ere is 
j 
driv er for th e getaway car. Th ere are p ay offs 
to be made. 
However, th ese answers can’t be wrough t out 
of rage. Or from wild ch arges insp iring feuds, 
strikes, demonstrations. Th ey Tl come out of 
meth odical inv estigation. And it is an educated 
guess th at th ey ’ll lead to outsiders. 
So th e time h as come to cool it — and for all 
sides to sit with th e auth orities and p ool th eir 
information. Figh ting an election for a $50,000 
union p residency in a muUimillion-dollar labor 
organization is one th ing. But wildly try ing to 
h ang a trip le-murder ch arge on any one is an­ 
oth er. It could only h elp th e killers and th eir 
h irers and th ose wh o p lan terror as a weap on 
inside labor.

Analyzing 
A Murder 


WASHINGTON — Th e my stery in th e murder 
o f Josep h Yablonski, h is wife and daugh ter rr» y 
not be cleared up for a long time, if at all. But 
th ere are certain conclusions being drawn al­ 
ready wh ich indicate th e nature of th e p roblem 
involved in finding th e criminals. 
One It th at th ere must h av e been at least two 
p ersons wh o oid th e sh ooting, wh ile p erh ap s one 
o rtwo oth ers watch ed from an automobile on 
th e outside. 
Ap p arently th e criminals p lanned th eir attack 
to th at all members of th e family in th e Ya­ 
blonski h ome at Clarksville, Pa., would be 
killed at th e same time so as to p rev ent any re­ 
sistance or outcry wh ich migh t be h eard by oth ­ 
ers. 
Th e weap ons used p resumably were cov ered 
up in such a way as to muffle th e noise of th e 
sh ots. Th e obvious reason for p lanning to kill 
ev ery one in th e h ouse was to see th at no one 
would be left wh o could give any descrip tion of 
th e individuals doing th e sh ooting. 


AS THE DETAILS of th e lr, gedy are dis­ 
closed—sh owing th a; at lc£ .‘ t 11 buile s were 
fired — it seems p lausible to infer th at th e p lan 
was to make sure th at th e v ictims were dead 
before th e intruders left th e scene. 
“ Professional assassins,” as th ey were called 
by th e sens of Yablonski, are wh at are known 
as “ h ired ki’lers.” Th ey may not h av e been 
connected with th e miners’ union at all anl 
p robably we^o ex p erienced in p erforming such 


h mission in th e crime world. 
Th e killerj h ad p robably v isited th e h ome 
et. ier, wh en th e Yablonskis were not th ere, 
and worked cut p lans th at would enable th em 
to carry out th e murders quickly and with out 
detection. 
It was all clone in such a way th at th e neigh ­ 
bors did not kr.ow wh at h ad h ap p ened and for 
at least th ree nay s th e bodies were in th e h ouse 
with out being discovered. One p olice ex p ert fa­ 
miliar with criminal op erations makes th is 
analy sis: 
“Th e killers were p robably under a contract 
to do th e job. Th e first th ing th ey did was to 
use th e element of surp iise. Th ey p ’anned th e 
murders after a study of th e h abits of th e fami­ 
ly . Th ey knew th e bedrooms and went in at an 
h our wh en th e v ictims h ad th eir nigh tcloth e* 
on. 
Th e telep h one wires were cut ah ead of time. 
Th e tires of th e Ybalonski cars were slash ed to 
p rev ent any getaway by th e intended v ictims in 
case th ere was a mistake or in th e event th ere 
was someone else h idden on th e p remises. 
“Th e ap p roach was th rough a sp ecific door 
on a carp eted entranceway so th e killer would 
not make any noise wh ile getting into th e 
h ouse. Ev idence obtained from th e crime scene 
by th e Pennsy lv ania State Police h as been sent 
to th e laboratory in Harrisburg and may h old 
sorre clues ” 
Wh at was th e motiv ation for h iring th e kill­ 
er? In th e firs* p lace, th e FBI h ad already be­ 
gun to inv estigate th ree th ings — an assault 
made up on Yablonski h imself in Illinois sev eral 
weeks ago during th e election camp aign, and 
two incidents of p ossible embezzlement of union 
funds. 
Th e money was a small sum and was re­ 
turned wh en h igh er officials of th e union discov­ 
ered it was missing after th e FBI started an in­ 
v estigation. 
Nobody h igh up in th e union would be likely 
to take th e risk involved in th e h iring of assas­ 
sins. Th e p reslden ial election in th e union al­ 
ready h ad betn h eld. 
Th ere were comp laints of fraud and irregu­ 
larities and i*. is suggested th at some local lead­ 
er in th e miners’ union mav h av e p lay ed th e 
p rincip al p art in try ing to squelch th e efforts of 
Yablonski to bring about an in.esogation of 
wh at h ad h ap p ened in th e election. 


INSIDE THE MINERS’ UNION a good d-:.l 
of strife h ad been engendered by th e elec ! >n 
and th ere was bad feeling, esp ecially among 
th e op p osing factions. 
It is conceivable th at th e wh ole th ing was ar­ 
ranged for by someone in th e lower ech elons 
with out th e knowledge of th e top men at nation­ 
al union h eadauarters, p articularly since th e el­ 
ection was won by a comfortable margin by th e 
incumbent officers. 
Th e indiv iduals involved may h av e th ough t 
th ey migh t be ex p osed th rough th e inv estiga­ 
tions originated in th e comp laints filed by Ya­ 
blonski. 
In oth er words, it was a fear of ex p osure, 
rath er th an any concern th at th e election out­ 
come would te ch anged, wh ich p romp ted some­ 
body to decide th at it would be safest to do 
away with th e ch ief p ersonality beh ind th e in­ 
quiry , Yablonski h imself.
